_ Auditorium on Tuesday Evening

In anticipation of the upcoming August 4th Primary 
Election, seven candidates running for the East Jordan City 
Commission assembled at the East Jordan Auditorium on 
Tuesday evening to meet and greet, shake hands and answer 
questions from over fifty area residents in attendance. The 


event was sponsored by the East Jordan Chamber of 


Commerce, and moderated by Chet Drenth. 


‘The economy was on everyone’s mind. Many of the ques- 
tions focused on the candidate’s ideas about encouraging 


more businesses into town and increasing tourist traffic to 
the East Jordan community, thus creating additional jobs. 
Making the community more affordable for residents, tar- 
geting East Jordan’s tax and water rates, was also a com-

year old. I quit my job when he was 


born, believing it was the right thing 


to do, but lately our finances have 
been so tight that I'm seriously con- 
sidering going back to work.

More 
than 1,100 mothers,and children and 
ten premier child-care sites across 
the United States were evaluated 
when the children were six, 15, 24, 
and 36 months of age. Preliminary 
findings confirm that leaving a very 
young child in a day-care facility is 
associated with less sensitive moth- 
ering and. child engagement. The 


_ child also tends to react less posi- 


tively to the mother. In. other words, 


_ the bond between mother and child 


is affected somewhat negatively by 
early day-care experience, especial- 
ly if the mother tends by nature to 
be insensitive.

You cannot expect to have a good attitude 
when all of your thoughts tell you that life is hard, full of disappointment 
and that it’s you against the world.
